2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 6,895,310 to Kolls. 
Kolls discloses a recorder module (figure 24); means for uploading (ngure 24); storage at node (lA provides storage); a timestamp 
(column 36» line 41); terminal/display (1 14,310); timeline (data has timestamp, such that it can be displayed to provide a timeline); 
sensor (288); sensor data displayed (data can be displayed on displays); video camera (250); icon (figure 7); audio data (124); speakers 
(128); ad hoc network (Hgure 2A, 2C); mapping (figure IS); air quality sensors (figure IQ). 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry, such as in the communications industry. 
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
